Agriculture, in 
the 
opinion of 


many, is considered to be a form of 
industry more la-borious and less at- 
tractive to natural man than hunting- 
or herding-, find that it is consequent- 
ly only undertaken under constraint, 
this being generally due to pressure 
of population on available 
means of 


subsistence. We cannot accept this 
conclusion in its entirct-y, as 
place 


must always condition work. Let us 
assume that primitive man was first 
of all a li.unte-r and nothing else. He I 
•would first -have to adapt himself 
to 


climatic conditions, for anytihincr tbat- 
alters these conditions, alter? vegeta- 
tion at. once. If there was -an abund- 
ance of rain, with s-ih-ablc conditions 
of soil,-there would be in the vegeta- 
ble struggle for existence a 
victory 


for iree* over grass, and the h.tinicr':- 
plac.e would then be the forest. 
But 


if in the vegetable struggle grass sur- 
vived, he would be placed or, the plain 
or steppe, and this naturally becomes 
the feeding1 ground of herbivorous an- 
imals. 


Whether in the forest or on 
the 


steppe, natural man lived in the early 
stage of his existence by hunting both 
carnivorous and herbivorous animals, 
(.•specially the latter. Wearethus una- 
ble to accept views usually held by 
primitive man, placed in forests, gave 
himself up to the hunting of animals, 
but when placed in grass regions dc- 
vo'texl himself to their domestication. 
Primitive 
natural 
nwn, wherever 


found, was a hunter of an-imals. and 
ar the some time -a g-atnfirer of fruits, 
seeds, nuts, and roots. The 
hunter 


also began to 
domesticate, animals.

It had not been thought the outlaws. 


w«re bold enough to attack tho train 
in rcid-daj". Yesterday morning t-he 
trainmen wsre completely surprised 
and they were not prepared t-o otfer 
ajiy resistance, when five masked men. 
came upon them at t'he lonely siding. 


The. place is uninhabited and the 


only persons in that vicinity ar, the 
time were four section men. These 
section men flagged the. 'train, the 
robbers having- compelled them to do 
so. Tho bandits were hidden at the 
time in a. brush pile and jumped out as 
soon as the passenger train had taken 
the siding. 


OKDERED INTO LIXE. 


Under the pressure of rifles and ugly 


looking- six-shooters the trainmen, the 
express messengers • and all of 
the 


score, or m'ore of passengers were 
made to climb down from the train 
and stand in a lice, hands up, on the 
prairie along- the railway. 


'While three o{ the robbers covered 


the. badly frightened crowd with their 
guns the other two cooly and carefully 
robbed them, passing from one pas- 
senger to another down the line.

vinced the bandits that they couJd 
not open the strong box they resorted 
to dynamite. 


SAl'E B.VN"BIT PROOF. 


Several heavy 
charges were ex- 


ploded, but the safe, proved bandit 
proof, and though it was badly ba.t- 
tered its contents were saved lo tha 
express company. Having 
taken for- 


cible possession of everything they 
could carry away, the bandits mount- 
ed their horses and rode off toward 
the west. 


As soon as the trainmen could col- 


lect their wits they got. tho scared 
passengers aboard and hurried onto 
the next station south. Chic/kasha, 
from which point the railroad officials 
were notified of the hold-up. At Ghick- 
asha a posse of citizens were hurriedly 
formed. 


These citizens set out in pursuit, of 


"the gang and officers have, been dis- 
patched 
from E! Reno and other 


points in t-his section. It is hardly

in the prairie, country and they will 
probably be able to reach the Wichita, 
nrounitains, to the west of the scenes 
of the hold-up.
